Our Center was the host group 
for the MUFON '68 Synposiun last 
June in Lincoln. As we were 
getting ready for that event* I 
began to cone into contact with 
people that were wondering about 
possible contact with UFO's in 
their past. As the nunber of 
people grew* I felt that a support 
group would be beneficial to help 
then Integrate their experiences 
into their lives. A group was 
founded last fall* i we have been 
holding nonthly nestings open only 
to individuals with a contact or 
abduction experience. At sone 
future tine I will publish sone of 
their accounts. Uith this said* 
let us nove into sone interesting* 
if not highly strange recent 
events. 

An abductee who attended last 
June's conference received an 
unsigned letter fron soneone who 
wrote that they had watched a 
local TU news broadcast in Lincoln 
that had in part nentioned the UFO 
conference 8. had shown an inter¬ 
view with an abductee. This 
letter writer indicated that they 
believed the abductee shown on TU 
photographed in silhouette with 
their voice altered was the sane 
person as who they were writing. 
With this written they then said 
the following..."If so and you are 
interested in such projects as 
JAUTO, HOUER t BLACKBlRD-drop a 
note or give a Jingle. All three 
caused UFO scares* all three were 
top secret, hany old stories of 
UFO crashes* survivors* etc. are 
true. Sone will be hard to prove 
since sone records....". This 
portion of the letter is all we 
have* as the concluding sentence 
on a next page 8 the envelope were 
disposed of by the recipient. It 
appears that the author of this 
letter believed that they knew the 
abductee* as is indicated by the 
invitation to "drop a note or give 
a Jingle". The letter was 


unsigned 8 the recipient believes 
it bore a Lincoln* NE postnark. By 
the tone of the narrative* the 
author felt that he/she had infor- 
nation to pass along* He can hope 
that this anonynous "source" will 
follow-up with another letter with 
nore details.«.or was this a kind 
of deliberate leak of sorts? Our 
Center will follow this up with 
FOIA requests on the projects 
nentioned. Should anyone "out 
there" have infornation on this* 
please contact your friendly 
Fortean Research Center! More on 
this as it warrants. 

Another abductee fron the 
Lincoln ares has had what appears 
to be a series of encounters 
during the night. This particular 
case will be reviewed in future 
Journals. At any rate* during the 
first week of January* 1969* she 
had a late night phone call. The 
rest of her fanily were asleep* 
Hhen the phone rang* she had 
thoughts of it being a call fron 
relatives with news of a death or 
illness. As her fanily had had 
nenbers who had recently died or 
had been ill* she went to the 
phone with sone degree of 
uneasiness. The following is her 
written recollection of the phone 
call. He will call her "Bonnie". 
She has an unlisted nunber* 8 her 
identity is known to a Lincoln 
psychologist* one other nenber of 
our local support group* 8 nyself. 
These individuals deny giving her 
phone nunber to anyone! 

Bonniel Hello.*.(There was a 
slight pause 8 line noise) 
Calleri Hello* nay I speak to 
Bonnie..• 

Bonnie! This is Bonnie. 

Caller: This is Bob Collins* 

asst, director for HUFON in 
South Dakota...! want to ask 
you sone questions about your 
case. 

Bonnie. Hy case? 

Caller! Yes* your sighting...and 
the beings* 

Bonnie. Hhy are you calling no* 
Mr. Collins? (There was a let 
of static.on the line.*.) 
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Caller 2 Have renenbered an^- 
thina else fron the incident in 
1981? 

Bonnie* No.><No<t«I don't think 
we should discuss this* 

Caller* Do ^ou know what the^ 
looked like? 

BonnieS Hr* Collins* I'll 9ive 
you a nsne of an investigator 
here* who na^ bo able to help 
^ou*•• 

Caller! It's ^ou that I need to 
talk to* Bonnie. 

Bonnie] I don't know anything 
definite* 

Caller] Did the scar disappear? 

You know the one. 

Bonnie] I don't know what you're 
talking about***I have to go 
now • 

Caller] I'll call ^ou at another 
tine. 

Mhen I was told of this* I called 
Halt Andrus* director of the 
Mutual UFO Network* I asked Halt 
if MUFON had anyone in their 
nenbership files by the nane of 
“Bob Collins*" in the state of 
South Dakota* or anywhere else* 
Halt looked & told ne that no one 
by that nane is a nenber of HUFON* 
I then called several researchers 
with whon I converse with on a 
regular basis* I discussed the 
above phone call with then & asked 
then for their input. These 
"inforned sources" said that their 
contacts indicated that Bob 
Collins is "Condor*" the disguised 
intelligence contact we were shown 
on the TV docunentary* "UFO Cover- 
up* Live". Furthernore* I was 
told that runor had it that 
"Condor" had relocated to the nid- 
west recently* 

I then called Stanton Friednan 
who told ne that he knew a Bob 
Collins who is a physicist* S has 
an interest in UFO research* but 
Stanton said the Bob Collins he 
knows has not shown a particular 
interest in abductions* Stanton 
said he would not confirn or deny 
whether the Bob Collins he knows 
is "Condor." I had called Stanton 
both because of his link to the TV 
broadcast* and because I respect 
his research. Hy next call took 


Me to Hillian Moore* 

I spoke with Bill Hoore right 
before we went to press with this 
issue. I told Bill about what ny 
"inforned sources" were telling ne 
& he replied that he has now heard 
1 or 5 hypotheses regarding the 
identity of "Condor". He would 
neither confirn or deny it* but 
did say that he knows a Bob 
Collins who was a forner nenber of 
the Air Force, and was in the 
foreign technology branch during 
part or all of his service career* 
Bill asked ne for the identity of 
the abductee* and was going to 
call "his" Bob Collins to get a 
response* I declined as per ny 
agreenent with said abductee for 
anonynjty* Bill called ne back S 
reported that he had been able to 
call the Bob Collins that he knew* 
According to Bill* Hr* Collins 
knows no one in Nebraska with a 
UFO abduction* Collins hasn't 
placed any phone calls to people 
in Nebraska regarding UFO's* & 
doesn't have an interest in UFO 
abduction research. Hell...will 
the real Bob Collins step forward* 
or soneone with infornation or 
insight on the above? If the 
above is a gane* I'd sure like to 
know the rules*.••? 

Just for the sake of argunent* 
let us "buy into" the John Lear 
hypothesis S exanine the late 
night phone call Mentioned before. 
(For the John Lear statencnt* see 
Vol* *3* issue #3 of the Journal 
of the Fortean Research Center.) 

If there are UFO abductions taking 
place* & if there are lists of 
abductee's being turned ever to 
our governnent as part of a "deal" 
having been Made* it would stand 
to reason that the powers-that'-be 
would want to confirn sone or all 
of the nanes on the lists. 

In this light perhaps all that was 
being acconplished through the 
late night call that "Bonnie" 
received was to sinply listen to 
her tone of voice* as well as what 
she said and didn't say. Bonnie 
has told ne that she thought of 
Many things that she wanted to ask 
t say to "Bob Collins" after 
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hsvin9 hun9 up* She now hopes 
that he ulll call her back«.*nore 
on this* perhaps later? 

Bonnie has also had several 
"dresnsf" the last occurring in 
late January* Upon awakening or 
taking her norning shower* she has 
twice found one incision of 1 inch 
in length on the front of her hip* 
the last on the right side toward 
her abdonen* Another person in 
the Lincoln ares has had “dreans" 

8 found upon awakening triangular 
narks Just below her rib cage on 
the front of her person* The 
narks weren't caused b^ nattress 
buttons or nightclothes* according 
to this second person. Both of 
these people had dreans either UFO 
related or going sonewhere and/or 
being told sonething... 

So* what are we to learn fron 
these accounts? Indeed* is there 
anything "to learn" fron reports 
of late night phone calls* runors 
being offered 8 refuted..tOr are 
we being fed a slow release of 
infornation through these reports? 
As we hear nore on FOIA reguests* 
or connents by naned researchers 
or "inforned sources*" you'll read 
about it in the Journal of the 
Fortean Research Center.

The Fortean Research Center 
1988-the year in review 
This past year has brought 
change to the Fortean Research 
Center. Certainly one of the 
biggest changes the center 
experienced was the stepping down 
of Raynond H. Boeche as Director. 
Ray was one of the original 
founders of the FRC (originally 
entitled the Nebraska Association 
for the Study of the Unexplained) 
and all were saddened by his 
leaving. Not to be daunted* 
however* Associate Director Scott 
Colborn assuned connand of the 
organization and Dale Bacon took 
Scott's place on the Board of 
Directors. Along with this 
responsiblity* Dale also stepped 
into the proverbial boots as 
Editor for the Journal of the 
Fortean Research Center. 

Other positions were balanced 
and counter-balanced. Nancy 
Boeche relinquished her position 
as Treasurer to Lin Bacon* the Job 
of secretary went to Kin Kroner* 
and Erik Hubl becane the first 
Astrononical Advisor on the board* 
The Center was the host 
organization for the 1988 Mutual 
UFO Network Synposiun held in 
Lincoln this past July. It was 
the Center's responsibility to 
oversee space availability and 
housing for the speakers* 
pronotional advertising for the 
event* and nalntainlng an overall 
atnosphere of continuity. 

The Center was the nain core 
group recording the entire 
three-day event* and as such nade 
available audio-cassette tapes of 
the synposiun. The response was 
overwhelning. As a result the 
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Center needed to« and did purchase 
duplicating equipnent to neet the 
denand for the tapest (An^ 
equipment purchased or donated is 
property of the Portean Research 
Center and used for educational 
disenination of'infornation) 

The fornation of a Speaker's 
Bureau of Portean Phenonena cane 
Just in tine and was put to good 
use in various speaking 
engagenents which included the 
Lincoln Jay-Cee's and the Lincoln 
Credit Association. 

The beginning of a library was 
also undertaken. 1986 saw 
contributions of over one-hundred 
paperback and hardbound bookst 
nunerous out-of-print nagazines* 
Portean and UFO clipping service 
collections and even sone rare 
cassette recordings. The library 
was also given sone original 
artwork done by friends of the 
Center. A bibliography is 
currently being conpiled for 
nenbers' user and If there are any 
readers who would like to 
contribute to the Library of the 
Portean Research Centert this 
night be a good tine to consider 
doing so. Donations of books* 
nagazines and even artwork are 
accepted anytine. 

The Center was represented at

This was pn opportunity to 
expose that city to sone of the 
research and activities undertaken 
by the Lincoln-based organization.

encounters* an interesting case of 
blood falling on a house sonewhere 
on the East Coast (see elsewhere 
in this Journal for nore details)* 
an ongoing investigation into sone 
farnland north of Lincoln which 
appears to have nore than just 
soil in the dirt and countless 
hours of searching papers* books 
and other sources looking for 
infornation used in this Journal 
and on the Exploring Unexplained 
Phenonena radio broadcast. A 
special "thank you" goes out to

AN EXCLUSIVE 
INTERVIEW 
wx-th* AL-AN BOYE 
by Dale Bacon 

Following is an interview I had 
with Alan Boye. English teacher 
and author of the book -A Guide to 
the Ghosts of Lincoln . Alan had 
been in the Lincoln area and 
appeared as a guest on the Explor¬ 
ing Unexplained Phenomena radio 
program. 

Lincoln is Alan's home town, so 
it seemed only natural that he 
would choose it for the location 
of his book on haunts, apparitions 
and other ghosts. 

The following is a transcript 
of the taped interview made on the 
23rd of October. Here, we discuss 
this often misunderstood topic. 

FRC. I guess the most obvious 
guestion would be. how would you 
describe your indoctrination into 
the subject of ghosts? 
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A6! I cuppose it initially cones 
fron ny childhood. Like nsny 
others I was always fascinated by 
those "hidden spots" around a town 
or where those things that "went 
bunp in the ni 9 ht." Secondary to 
that I was living in Lincoln 
during the tine the C.C. Mhite 
building was still in existence 
and when that story was suite 
dranatically In the news. I got 
into going to the C.C. White 
building and poking around a 
nunber of tines. There was a 
place I lived in near Lincoln 
where a nanifestation happened of 
sone nature. So those together 
were the background. Than years 
later. I write as a profession, 
the idea struck ne to do a 
collection of ghost stories. I 
thought "Where to do a location?" 
and the obvious answer to ne was 
Lincoln where I had grown up. 

FRCl Now you live in Vernont. 

Have you ever considered the 
possibility of doing a book on the 
Ghosts of Vernont? 

AB: Oh. possibly. I'n sure that 
Vernont has a nunber of very 
exciting stories. Vernont. as you 
know, has been settled by 
Europeans <snd Indians thousands 
of years before then) since the 
late 160B's and censeguently there 
are a lot of nifty old inns and 
such that are still standing with 
a lot of great tales behind then. 
However. I'n not certain that I 
would do Vernont. I've finished a 
nanuscript on a collection of 
ghost stories set in Chicago. 

FRCt That was an interesting 
switch too. fron Lincoln to 
Chicago. Is there anything that 
inspired you to do this? 

AB: The Lincoln book was so 
successful, not only the nunber of 
books it sold, but in other 
responses, that I wanted to try 
another nldwestern city. I like 
the nldwest and I think it is a 
good, rich area of research. I 
wanted a larger city to see what 
kind of response I would get. so I 
tackled Chicago and get a 
phenonenal response. 

FRCi How do you go about sonething 
like this? 


A6S The way I went about both 
books was that I put ads in 
newspapers. People write ne their 
stories and then I would take 
whatever I got and sort of "sift" 
through then. Interestingly 
enough in Chicago, as well as 
Lincoln. I would get two. three, 
or sonetines nore people writing 
about one location or about one 
story. That happened often in 
Chicago. So fron that I would do 
nore research and talk to nore 
people by phone and write nore 
letters until I had around twenty 
stories out of probably the 
two-hundred or two-hundred fifty 
stories I initially had. 

FRCt How lengthy of a book is the 
Chicago title? 

ABi Probably, again it's only in 
nanuscript forn at this point, 
it's about 300-500 pages. 

FRC! You write professionally, 
but you are also a teacher. 

AB{ Yes. I teach English and 
Journalisn at a snail college in 
Vernont. 

FRC. Out of all the stories that 
people have subnitted to you. is 
there any particular thing which 
nade you decide on these 20 
stories to use in your book? 

ABt Sonetines it's the nore 
exciting ones. There are really 
two classifications, one of 
prinary and of secondary evidence, 
that I will include. Those would 
be like the C.C. Hhite Building, 
which is a building in Lincoln. 
Nebraska that had quite a history 
to it before it was torn down. In 
fact, in that area it still does. 
Another location is the Uilla 
Cather hone in Lincoln. 

Then the other category is the 
story that nay only have one 
person who saw sonething or only 
one person who has reported this, 
but their testinony was so 
believable, so sincere that their 
story sent chills down ny spine. 
Those stories I would use. I can 
think of a couple stories, a wonan 
cane up to ne after a reading once 
and told ne the story in the book 
that's called "The Sailor." about 
a nan dressed in a sailor's 
uniforn that visits this wonan's 
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hovs»< A nunb«r of peoplo* 
includino h*r huebandi has seen 
tha "Qantlensn" and sha was so 
sincera in tailing ne that I used 
that ona< 

FRCl Hava ^ou cone against 8n^» 
how shall I say* "kooks?** 

A6* Thara ara "kooks" on both 
sidas> I guasa> Thara are "kooks" 
who baliava in ghosts and there 
are "kooks" who don't# I've cone 
up on both# I suppose there is no 
eas^ wa^ to classify than except 
that the^ both seen to be ver^ 
narrow-ninded* There are a nunbar 
of people who» with a ver^ strong 
religious feeling# will cone up to 
ne and ask how do I Justify the 
ghost stories with what is said in 
tha Bible# It struck ne one da^ 
that# and this is not intended to 
be sacraligious# but probably tha 
greatest ghost stor^ is Jesus 
rising fron the dead# That's sort 
of n^ standard response# at least 
that puts then in a thinking 
pattern long enough so I can 
divert nyself to sonething else# 
FRCi Have ^ou ever investigated a 
place that just scared the 
"be-jaepers" out of you? 

ABt Thara are a nunber of than# 

In Chicago-and I don't know if 
people rananbar tha nane of 
Richard Speck# the nan who was 
accused of killing nine student 
nurses about 19d7-that building is 
haunted# It's haunted with the 
voices of screening wonen and it's 
prettd well known in that ares. 
People walk b^ on sunn^ da^s and 
hear it# 

There ara a nunber of wonderful 
places in Lincoln#«.parks and 
such# One stor^ at Antelope Park 
that has a spot in a southern 
parking lot where ^ou can go 
sndtina night or ds^ and sit a 
second or two# You will start 
feeling a little nervous. That's 
a fairly well known one where 
there have been a nunber of 
reported sightings. 

FRCi What's the story of the grain 
elevator? 

ABt I've heard a nunber of 
stories# and I could not find any 
newspapers to back this up# but 
apparently in 1957 I have a nunber 


of reports of a UFO sighting at 
the end of this road (Uan Dorn 
st). Since that tine there have 
been a nunber of people who have 
reported seeing a "glow** and it's 
a place# especially anong high 
school students# that one dares 
soneone else to go sit on a late 
dark Friday night. They don't 
last very long. 

FRCt How nany reports have you 
received fron young people? 

ABt Not very nany# actually# I'd 
say 25%. Host stories go the 
spectrun fron age 1^ through 70# 
There doesn't seen to be any one 
given category except it's true 
that the older people get# the 
nore they start their letters by 
saying# "This is going to sound 
strange or silly# but I saw a 
ghost." The younger the people 
are# the nore they just start by 
saying "I saw a ghost." 

FRCI Have you had a lot of reports 
fron college areas? 

ABt The university (UNL) has a 
nunber of ghost stories and it's 
real hard to sort then out# There 
are four different dornatorles 
that are supposed to be haunted# 
there are sone grates over the 
ground in front of the stadiun 
that are supposed to be haunted 
and Selleck Hall-about a year ago 
a gentlenan had an incident that 
nade the newspaper. Weslyan# of 
course# has the C.C# White 
building. 

Theaters# as well# are good for 
haunts. Chicago has a haunted 
theater# one at tha university 
here# the school that I teach at 
now# their theater is haunted..• 
they're all over the place# 

FRCI What is it that will attract 
a ghost? 

ABt I don't think that there is 
any one thing# There are a nunber 
of theories as to why ghosts 
happen# One of then is the 
classic one where a place is 
haunted by the violent death of 
soneone who was there# But there 
are other explanations that are 
interesting# There is the "astral 
projection" one where it's haunted 
quite often by a living person who 
projects# whether consciously or 
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unconsciousl^i th»ir own inaae 
Into s plac«» Th« bast w*^ to 
think about that is to raflact on 
a placa whara ^ou hava fond 
nanorias of and »ou raliva than 
a 9 ain* Tha wa^ tha thaor^ goes is 
at that nonant ^ou ara indeed 
hauntinQ the place ^ou ware 
thinking about* 

FRCl Tha idea being that sonaona 
there will pick up on the 
pro,iactad Inaga* 

AB: Another that both skeptics and 
ballavars in ghosts can anjo^ is 
that ghosts are nanifestations of 
tha subconscious of tha culture 
and that tha entire culture, for 
whatever reason, believes in 
ghosts. So therefore the 
collective inaginatlon of the 
culture creates ghosts. 

There is another theory that there 
is a kind of "psychic filn-loop" 
that exists and this "psiichic 
filn,“ if you will, is recording 
events constantly, but that 
certain events will ranain on this 
filn for whatever reason and 
repeat thenselvas. Sonatinas 
indefinataly and sonatinas they 
will fade. 

FRC* How do you go about finding a 
ghost? 

ABl First of all I would need to 
try to figure out a history of tha 
house. Going through tha county 
records, old telephone 
directories, old city directories, 
or old newspapers and try to find 
out if there is anything about tha 
house. You night find tha nane of 
sonaona who lived there 50 years 
ago and trace than through tha 
newspaper index files. You can 
see if there was any historical 
event that took place in the 
location. Another way would be to 
try to locate previous owners and 
ask than if they had anything 
strange happen while they were in 
the house. Ultinataly it cones 
down to the strength of the story 
you hear about a place. How real 
was the Incident to the people 
involved in it and how extensive 
was the incident. A creaking 
staircase nay or nay not naan 
sonething. It nay nean the wood 
is getting old and the heat change 


causes it to warp. 

It's tine-consuning and a lot of 
tines it winds up at a dead end. 
Nothing derogatory, but ghost 
stories are in the realn of 
folklore*, as well, and a story 
that night have been repeated for 
a long tine takes on kind of 
an "aura" of a folktale. Which is 
not to say it could not have 
originated in sone sort of 
incident, pnd even if it didn't, 
it goes back to that ides of the 
collective inaginatlon. If it 
exists as a folk story then it has 
certain validity all of its own. 
It's (the story) a living "being" 
that continues to exist in the 
culture. 

FRCt Mould a case in point be the 
Bloody Hary story? 

ABi Yes. The story of Bloody Mary 
was St its peak over 20 years ago. 
A lot of people cone up to ne and 
say "Oh yeah, I renenber Bloody 
Mary" and the kids fron the people 
I went to school with cone up to 
ne and ask about Bloody Hary. 

So the story goes on. 

Alan and I concluded our 
conversation at that point. How¬ 
ever, for those readers who would 
like to learn nore about the 
legend of “Bloody Hary" and nsny 
nore stories, you can find then.in 
the collection of stories entitled 
"A Guide to the Ghosts of 

Lincoln ," by Alan Boye.

At th* tins of arrival 
th» two ladle* were in the area of 
the l*t floor front porch. They 
advised this officer that the 
blood on the front porch had just 
appeared with no one around. This 
officer observed several drops of 
a red colored liquid on the porch. 
The liquid appeared to be blood. 

A sanple was obtained of this 
naterlal. 

Mhile the officer was obtainino 
a sanple. a younger white fenale 
cane fron the inside of the house 
and advised there was blood on the 
rear porch and back door. The 
reporting officer and others fron 
the house went to the back area, 
where fresh red liquid appearing 
to be blood was observed on the 
front porch. There was a red 
liquid substance to the glass 
portion of the door, with what 
appeared to be saliva in it. A 
sanple was obtained of this. The 
sanples were turned over to K.J. 
chenist for the Police Dept, for 
analysis. 

Prior to the reporting officer 
leaving the residence, the front 
door bell rang while the officer 
and all other parties were in the 
rear. No one was found in or 
around the front of the residence. 

The reporting officer also 
observed what appeared to be blood 
splatter* on the side of the 
residence as well as the adjacent 
building.

Oepartnent of Police 
Supplenent Report dated 9/17/66 

On 9/6/68 reporting officer and 
Dept. Chenist K.J. went to N. 
Dlueberry St. to contact the 
fanily that lived there after 
report* of the blood starting to 
occur again. Another sanple of 
blood was collected again for an¬ 
alysis by Chenist K.J. The people 
living at the address were inter¬ 
viewed and photos were taken of 
the blood on the front and back 
porch and on the front steps and 
sidewalk. 

People living at the residence 
are D.A. white fenale DOB q/56. 


N.H, white nale DOB 2/59, T.R. 
white fenale DOB q/75. B.M. white 
fenale 006 9/6^. and L.A. white 
fenale DOB 10/25. Hs. D.A. ft Hs. 
L.A. were interviewed at their 
residence and inforned reporting 
officer that the blood was seen by 
then falling fron the sky and that 
nothing was above then at the tine 
they saw it. They said that B.R. 
also watched it falling fron the 
sky while shining a flash light 
into the sir. On this date it was 
observed by this officer and Dept. 
Chenist K.J. that blood was on the 
porch and on the windows both in 
the front and rear of the resid¬ 
ence. Ms. L.A. reported that the 
blood has fallen on her while she 
was sitting on the front porch. 

The blood started falling on July 
Z5th and continued for 12 days 
starting around dark till about 
2300 hrs. On August 10th it 
appeared at about 1345 hrs. during 
daylight. This was the day that 
Det. S. ft P. were there. After 
this it quit and started again on 
Septenber 4th at approxinately 
2030 hrs. It happened again on 
the 5th ft 6th and nothing on the 
7th, and it happened again on the 
6 th of Sept. On 9/9/86 reporting 
officer and Chenist K.J. returned 
to the residence and contacted Ms. 
D.A. and her nother Ms. L.A. who 
said that this was the worst it 
had ever been. Photos of the 
blood were taken and another san¬ 
ple was collected for analysis. 
Reporting officer contacted neigh¬ 
bors along the street and they 
were faniliar with the incident 
but have never seen where it cane 
fron. Reporting officer asked Ms. 
D.A. and her boyfriend who lives 
with her to cone to PD to give a 
statenent as to the occurence. 

They cane to PD on 9/13/86 and 
gave a taped statenent of the 
blood falling, dates ft tines. (Ed.

for further details.) 

Through investigation report¬ 
ing officer has found no explan¬ 
ation a* to where or why the blood 
has originated.

researchers would not dare be so 
bold.

Peering into the heavens, an 
art as old as Mankind. Our 
ancestors constantly watched the 
stars. They learned to recognixe 
the faMillar patterns year after 
year. Today, however. Much of 
this general knowledge has been 
lost-nainly due to large cities 
and an unfortunate thing called 
light pollution. 

This colunn is intended to 
refaniliarixe you with the night- 
tine sky, to spark an interest in 
celestial events. He have a 
wonderful window to the universe. 
Let's take a look at what's ahead 
for the next three Months. 

No longer is Mars the doMinate 
bright red object it was last 
fall, and it won't be that bright 
again until ZOOS. But Mars has in 
store for us one More spectacular 
event before it fades in bright¬ 
ness and continues its Journey 
around the sky. 

On March 12th, Mars will align 
itself (froM our point of view) 
with Jupiter. Both planets will 
look quite nice being only 2* apart 
froM each other. The waxing 
cresent noon will also add itself 
to the scene Making for a nice 
triple celestial conbination. 

Jupiter, on the other hand, is 
still very bright having just cone 
out of retrograde on Jan. 20th. 

Now it. toe. will start slowly 
Moving eastward against the back¬ 
drop of stars. It shines at 
Magnitude -2.2. Conpare it to 
Mars at Magnitude *i.i on March 
12th as Mars races in front and 
past Jupiter. 
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Saturof h0vin9 apent the last 
Month behind the aun» has now cone 
Into view In the norning sky* As 
with last Fall* Saturn can still 
be seen near the constellation 
Sagittarius since it takes 20 
Earth years to circle the sky« It 
shines at nagnituda

During Januaryi Venus will 
acconpany Saturn in the norning 
sky* Being our brightest planet* 
it always catches ones attention* 
Its Magnitude is -3*9* It will 
slowly sink behind the sun and 
becone an "evening star" by Hay* 
Venus is an interesting planet to 
view in a telescope. Being an 
inner planet* we can see it go 
through phases just like our noon 
goes through* 

Springtine constellations are 
probably the faintest of the whole 
sky* but there is always one that 
I look forward to seeing each 
year* For no* Leo the Lion her¬ 
alds the return of springtine and 
warnth* It's a pleasant sight 
after a long and cold winter* 

Look in the East for a backward 
guestion nark with three stars 
forning a triangle nearby* 



To the west of Leo is the 
constellation Cancer the Crab. 
Sonewhat shaped like an upside 
down "Y" it is the faintest of all 
the Zodiac constellations* Near 
the apex of the "Y" is a "fuzzy 
cloudlike" spot visible to the 
unaided eye fron a country site* 
Use your binoculars to view this 
"fuzzy spot" and hund- reds of 
stars will reveal then- selves* 
This is H-4A the Beehive star 
cluster. 

This year the Vernal Equinox 
will occur on March 20th at lSt2B 
universal tine (9i28 an CST)* The 
Sun will be exactly above the 
Earth's equator and both heni- 
spheres will receive 12 hours of 
sunlight and 12 hours of darkness* 
Note also that the sun will rise 
due East* and will set due Nest* 
Spring has finally arrived* 


Did you know that you can 
actually see satellites fron the 
Earth? A lot of tines these are 
confused with UFO's* especially if 
they have sone peculiar qualities* 
With over 6*000 pieces of space 
hardware in orbit* it's actually 
quite connon to see 10-15 per 
night* Not all 6*000 are 
operating* Sone are derelict* 
abandoned or even spent rocket 
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stalest Occasioriallii you'll see 
one that is tunbling and as it 
doesr it 9 ives off flashes of 
light. 

Satellites appear like a star 
that is noving. You can be 
certain that it's not a plane if 
there are no blinking (strobe 
lights) or colored lights and if 
it fades and disappears as it 
enters the Earth's shadow. 

Sone can get as bright as the 
brightest star and also nove quite 
fast. Probably the tunbling ones 
are the nost spectacular because 
they fade out and then get bright, 
fade out and so on. These are all 
low orbit satellites yet it's hard 
to tell which country they belong 
to. 

196? should be a good year for 
celestial events especially in the 
eclipse category. Morldwide there 
will be 2 Lunar and 2 partial 
Solar eclipses. Mestern United 
States can watch part of a total 
Lunar eclipse in the norning hours 
of February 20th. The eclipse 
will begin at 12t30 UT (4:30 an 
PST) and will end at 1B:41 UT 
(i0:41 an P8T). As the Moon 
enters the Penunbra (the outer 
shadow of the Earth), you should 
see the Moon turn a ruddy red in 
color. The coloration is caused 
nainly by sunlight passing through 
the Earth's atnosphere and 
reflecting off the Moon. Unfor¬ 
tunately. the Moon will set when 
in totality at the nonent of sun¬ 
rise. However, the event could be 
rather incredible since a full 
Moon on the horizon looks enlarged 
due to all the atnosphere we view 
it through. Anybody West of 
Denver. Colorado should see part 
of this eclipse take place. 

After the February 20th Lunar 
eclipse, the Moon will travel 1/2 
of its orbit and be lined up for 
this years first partial Solar 
eclipse on March 7th. Middle and 
Western United States should be 
able to witness this event. The 
eclipse will begin at \.6X\7 UT 
(10*17 an CST). Haxinun eclipse 
will be at 16:08 UT (12:08 pn CST) 
and the eclipse will end at 19:58 
UT <i:58 pn CST). 


Do be careful about viewing the 
Sun. It can pernanently danage 
your eyes. Perhaps the best way 
to view it is to use 2 pieces of 
white card board. Make a pin- 
sized hole in one, and allow the 
sunlight to shine through the hole 
and on to the other card board. At 
naxinun eclipse. 20X of the Sun 
will be covered so the pin-hole 
inage will lock like a disk with a 
bite out of it. 

NOTES: 

Universal Tine (UT) is used 
around the world by astrononers 
and others who need to avoid 
confusion between tine zones. To 
find your local tine, deternine 
what tine zone West of Greenwich. 
England you are and subtract that 
nunber fron UT. If you get a 
negative tine, add 24 hours? in 
this case the date will be on the 
day before the UT date given. 

Magnitude is the astrononical 
neasure of brightness. The 
faintest star visible to the 
unaided eye is *6 nagnitude. The 
brightest star is +1 or 0. Venus 
can be -4, a full Moon -12 and the 
Sun -27th nagnitude.
